Oft  new  sorts  look  very  superior,  but  alas,  the  next 
two  years  in  the  test  garden  proves  very  disap¬ 
pointing,  likewise  many  new  sorts  named  and  sent 
out  with  a  big  noise  are  likewise  disappointing. 
Again  entirely  too  many  are  poor  growers  or  are 
sickly  and  should  never  have  been  given  a  name. 
A  flower  on  the  show'  bench  may  be  great  but  in  the 
field  or  as  a  producer  of  outstanding  results  it  is 
a  very  different  matter.  Do  not  expect  the  impos¬ 
sible. 

For  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  we  have  been 
breeding  new  things,  not  only  for  outstanding  new' 
sorts  but  in  research  evolution  to  observe  nature’s 
forces  and  methods  in  this  great  work  and  certain 
factors  have  been  observed  that  yield  superior  re¬ 
sults  over  the  “hit  and  miss"  blind  chance  methods 
so  many  follow'.  We  believe  in  building  up  the 
whole  plant  and  flower,  especially  insistant  on  su¬ 
perb  health,  a  special  requisite  in  better  plants. 
Look  about  in  your  garden  and  measure  your  real 
success  and  disappointments,  etc.,  to  know  wrhat 
real  success  means. 

In  the  production  of  new  sorts  one  must  grow' 
many  thousand  seedlings  to  secure  outstanding 
things. 

In  hemerocallis  we  have  grown  thousands  of 
seedlings  to  get  a  very  few  vastly  improved  ones. 
A  few  in  a  thousand.  In  gladioli,  to  use  various 
types  and  species,  the  number  is  vastly  larger  to 
secure  one  great  improvement.  Once  these  super 
glads  are  evolved  rightly  crossed,  the  resultant 
hybrids  yield  superior  sorts  relatively,  but  now  our 
ideal  is  enlarging  proportionately,  so  that  we  must 
again  grow  larger  numbers  to  keep  the  onward 
pace  to  excell.  Many  persons  want  to  plant  100 
seeds  and  secure  record  breakers.  However  well 
selected  seed  may  be  secured,  one’s  chances  are 
small  in  acquiring  real  winners.  Sometimes  10000 
seedling  glads  may  yield  nothing  worthwhile,  whilst 
alongside  a  few'  hundred  may  have  many  good 
ones.  But  to  produce  record  breakers,  one  in  over 
10,000,  yes,  100,000  seedlings  is  much  nearer 
the  truth! 

Our  glads  Crimson  Glow,  Gloriana,  Gloriosa, 
Iwa,  Cruentus  Superba  measure  up  to  our  ideals. 
The  endorsements  of  other  growers  is  our  evi¬ 
dence  in  the  case.
